dress of their grievances,

Mr. . ', Warley offered resolutions,
4T the Convention exhort the people of
tho State to abstain fr m all acts of vio-
lence, and to rely upon the Iaw and other
proper agencics for the redress of those
srievances, of which they justly complrin ;
that his Fxeelloncy the Governor having
expressed a desire to appoint good men to
oflice, it is but due to hiw that the citizens
ol" encli  County should conter with
him fully in reference to the fitness of his
appointecs to ofice ; that we recommend
to the people throughout the State, with -
out relereuce to poitical parties, to assem
ble and petition tha Legislature to repeal
useless and obnoxious laws, IReferred to
the Exceutive Committee.

IFassed by the Legislaiure
BESSION 1870 AND 1871.

AN ACT

To ESTABLISH A NEW JUDICIAL AND

_ ELECTION COUSTY FROM PORTIONS OF
THE COUNTIES RF BARNWELL, EDAQE-
FIELD, LEXINGTON AND ORANGEBURQ,
TO BE KNOWN AS AIKEN COUNTY.

SecrioN 1. Be it enacted Ly the Senate

and House of Representatives of the State
of South Carcling, now met and sitting in
General Asscubly, and by the authority of
the same, That a new Judicial and Lice—
tion County, with i:sscat of justice located
at the town of Aiken, which County shull
be kuown as Aiken Couuty, ahiall be form
ed, and is hereby authorized to be formed,
Irom portions of the present Counties of
Barnwell. lidgefiold, Lexington and Qr-
angeburg, with the metes and bounds here-
inafter described, to wit: commencing at
the mouth ot Fox's Creek, in Kdgetield
County, where it empties into Suvannuh
liver, thence in a straight line'to where
the South branch of Chinquepin Falls
Creek, (a tributary of the l(&urlh Edisto
River) interscets the Edgefield and Lex~
ington line; thence down said creck to
where it cuptics into the North Fork of
the Edisto River, and down the said North
fork to where the dividing line between
Lexington and Orangeburg Counties (run-
ning from Big Beaver Creck to the North
fork of the Lidisto) touches said river;
thence in a straight line to the head of
Tinker's Creek, in Barnwell County; thenco
down sdid creek to where it empties into
the Upper Three Runs. and down said
Ruus Creck to where it empties into the
Savannah River; thonco up the Savannah
River to the initial point at the mouth of
Fox's Creek.

83rc.2 That Frank Arnim, M. F. Ma-
loney, P. R. Rivera, J. L. Jamison, 1
Ferguson, J. N. Huyne; E. J. C. Wood,
. R. Rockwell, J, "A. Greene, W. II.
Reedish and B. Byas, be, and are hereby,
appointed Comuwiasioners to run out and
properly muke and define the said bounda-
ry lines, with the assistance of two compe-
tent surveyors, (o be selected by them.

Skc. 3 That 8. J. Lee, Frank Arnim,
P. R. Rivers, C. . Hayne, John Wooley,
E.J. €, Wood, J. N. liayne, Levi Chavis,
W. IL. Reedish and J. I Cornish, be, and
arec hereby, appointed Commissioners to
provide suitable buildings for the sevcral
Courts and County officers, and to select
and purchase, or procure sites for the usual
pullic buildings, nod to contruct fora:d
superintend the ernction of the Court, House
and Jail thereon; and that said public
buildinga ehull be built at (he oxponae of
the ecitizens of said County, and to meet
the said demands, a speeial “tax on the ne—
sessed value of real and personal property
in said County be levicd,

Skc. 4. That an elestion shall be held
in the County of Aiken, ns cstablished by
this Act, on the third Wednesday ot Oc-
tober, AL D187, lor members of the Gen
eral Assembly, and the regular County
Officérs provided for by the Coustitution
und laws of the State, and the officers so
clected shall, beforo entering upon the du-.
tied of their respective officer, be required
to give bond, with sarctics, &8s is now or
way be required by law.

Skc. 5. That until the next apportion-
ment ol Represcntatives, the representa-
tion of the several Countics of this State
affected by this Act shall romain as now
establighed.

Sec. 6. That the County of Aiken be,
and it is hereby, attached to the T'hird
Cengressional Distriet, und shal! form part
und parcel of the Sixth Judicial Circuit,
and that the regular terws of the Courts
ob General Scssions and Common Plens
shall be held in the Town of Aiken, on the
second Monday of Junuary, May and Sep
tember of each year, ana that the Justices
of the Pcace, Constables, in the several
Countics affeeted by this Aet, who sha!l be
in oflice at the time this Aet goes into ef-
teet, shall continue in office until their.sue-
cessors 8hall have been cleeted, and ahall
have been qualified : Provided, howerver,
That the Justices of the ’eace and Con—
stables now in office si®l, from and after
the time this Aet goes into cffeet, be con-
fined and limited in their official capacity,
duty and power to the limits of tieir res—

Sec. 7. That from and aflter the fourth
duy of October, A. . 1872, all suits pend.
ing in the Courts of Barnwell, Kdgeficld,
Lexington and Orangeburg, of which the
delendants reside in those portions of the
said Counties now established s the Coun-
ty ot Aiken, and all indictinents now pen-
ding in the Courts of suid Counties, where
the offence wes committed in those paris
of the said Countics uow established ns the
County of Aiken, shall be transferred to
the dockets of the Courts of the said Coun-
ty ot Aiken, and all records, commissicns,
and other papers belonging to any ol the
said suits or indietments, together with ai]
the legnl incidencs thereunto apperiaining,
shall be transferred to the Clerk of the
Court of the said County of Aiken, ard all
wiits and other processes already issued
and wade returnable to the full torm of the
Courts of Barnwell, Edgefield, Lexington
and Orangeburg, where the defendants in
the said case reside in the parts of the said
Uounties now established as the County of
Aikeu, shall be ns valid and cffectual ns
though they had beon iseued to the full

term of the Court of the County of Aiken;
and the servico of such processes by the
Sheriff of any of the said Counties shall be
23 good and effectual ns a service to the
Fall Term of the Court of the said County
of Aiken; and all such writs and proces-
ses shall be transferred by the Clerks of the
Courts of the said Counties to the Clerk of
the Court of the County of Aiken.

SEc. 8. That the Board of Jury Com-
missine ers of Barnwell, Edgeficld, Lexing:
ton and Orangeburg Counties, be, and are
hereby, requited to prepare and furnish to
the - Bowd of Jury Commissioners of
Aiken County on or before the fourth
Mounday-of October, 1872, meparate lists of
persons liable to serve as jurors, and resi-
ding in the limits of the said Countica, as
altered by this Act. From thelists so fur
nished to the Board of Jury Commission—
ers of Aiken County shall Le drawn, in ac.
cordance with law, the P’ctit and (irand
Jurors, nnd talesmen of the Courts to be
holden in Aiken County, in conformity
with the provisions of thia Act, and (he ju
rors so drawn are hercby declured Juwful
jurors, to all intents and purposcs.
